FEE WAIVER REQUEST 

Arnigos Bravos requests a fee waiver for this FOIA request. Public interest fee waivers are 
mandatory; that is, they "shall be furnished" upon a showing' that disclosure furthers the "public 
interest because it is likely to contribute significantly to public understanding of the operations or 
activities of the government and is not primarily in the commercial interest ofthe requestor." 5 
U.S.C. § 552(a)(4)(A)(iii). This prima/acie showing is not intended to be a difficult one to 
satisfy; a requester meets this burden in situations in which "[t]hey identified why they wanted 
the administrative record, what they intended to do with it, to whom they planned on distributing 
it..." Friends o/the Coast Fork v. BLM, 110 F.3d 53, S5 (9th Cir. 1997). Arnigos Bravos' 
request satisfies this test, and therefore Amigos Bravos qualifies for a fee waiver under FOIA. 

A. Amigos Bravos' request will contribute significantly to public understanding of 
Los Alamos National Laboratory's discharges to the canyons around LANL and the 
Rio Grande. 

Pursuant to 10 C.F.R. section 1004.9(a)(8), the Department of Energy ("DOE"), like many other 
federal agencies, employs a four part test to determine whe1her the requested information is 
likely "to contribute significantly to public understanding." Recent case law suggests that the 
public interest exception should be viewed in an expansive manner. Judicial Watch, Inc. v. 
Rossotti, 326 F.3d 1309, 1315 (D.C. Cir. 2003). Arnigos Bravos herein addresses each of the 
factors listed under section 1004.9(a)(8). As shown below, Amigos Bravos should be granted a 
fee waiver. . . 

1. The subject of the request. Components should analyze whether the subject 
matter of the request involves issues which will significantly contribute to the 
public understanding o/the operations or activities of the Government. 

Arnigos Bravos request will contribute significantly to the public understanding of DOE 
activities at Los Alamos National Laboratory ("LANL"). In particular, Amigos Bravos is 
seeking information regarding DOE's clean up of decades of pollution at LANL. The New 
Mexico Environinent Department ("NMED") estimates that approximately 2,093 dump sites 
have been created since the Lab began operating in the early 1940s. While some of these sites 
have been cleaned up or are in the process of being cleaned up by LANL, many continue to 
discharge contaminated storm water. Arnigos Bravos seeks information about this pollution and 
any discharges to waters in and around LANL. In particular, Arnigos Bravos would like 
information regarding any exceedances of water quality standards, monitoring reports, and 
information regarding methods DOE, andlor its contractors, uses to monitor such discharges. 
This information will contribute significantly to public understanding of DOE's efforts, or lack 
thereof, to control pollution at LANL. 

2. The informative value of the information to be disclosed: whether the 
disclosure is "likely to contribute" to an understanding of government operations 
or activities. 

As explained above, the information Arnigos Bravos requests will help Arnigos Bravos, and the 
public, to understand what DOE is doing to control pollution at LANL, and whether those efforts 
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extent that DOE can do so, that Amigos Bravos be furnished with electronic copies of the 
above documents in addition to paper copies. 

Pursuant to 5 U.S.C. section 552(a)(4)(A)(iii) and 10 C.F.R. section 1004.9, Amigos 
Bravos hereby requests a fee waiver for all copying costs, mailing costs, and other costs 
related to locating and tendering the documents, in accordance with the attached fee waiver 
request.

In particular, the monitoring reports will show whether DOE's present operations 
are controlling pollution at LANL or whether that pollution is continuing to escape the site into 
the surrounding watersheds. Information regarding DOE's collection and testing methods will 
allow Amigos Bravos to see if DOE is using the most up-to-date scientific methods to record 
contaminants in discharges from the site. Any maps will help Amigos Bravos and the public 
understand where the various sites are located in relation to collection stations and watersheds. 
The information is t4erefore likely to contribute to an understanding of DOE's operations or 
activities to control and eliminate pollution at and around LANL. 

3. The contribution to an understanding by the general public of the subject likely 
to result from disclosure. 

This request is made by Amigos Bravos, a 501 (c)(3) river conservation organization dedicated to 
protecting the Rio Grande Watershed and its tributary watersheds, including the many tributaries 
at and around LANL. Amigos Bravos works intensively with community groups, landowners, 
organizations, and individual activists to protect New Mexico's shared natural and cultural 
heritage by, inter alia, creating grassroots networks, providing technical, policy, and 
organizational assistance, and serving as a clearinghouse of information for organizations and 
individuals concerned with the Rio Grande Watershed. 

To this end, Amigos Bravos manages a website - www.amigosbravos.org - and publishes a 
newsletter that is distributed to Amigos Bravos' approximately 1,600 members. Amigos Bravos 
also integrates its advocacy work with media efforts, actively working with the press through 
press releases and other forums to bring the public's attention to water quality is'sues throughout 
the Rio Grande Watershed. Amigos Bravos also produces, in coordination with Cultural Energy, 
a monthly radio show, Radio Rio, broadcast throughout New Mexico and southern Colorado on 
KRZA and KUNM. Amigos Bravos complements this effort with substantive fact sheets, action 
alerts, and press releases that are publicly disseminated through physical (hard copy) distribution, 
electronically (via email lists), through outreach and education events, and through Amigos 
Bravos' aforementioned website (www.amigosbravos.org). 

Specifically pertaining to Los Alamos National Laboratory: Amigos Bravos has helped to 
organize educational meetings about pollution at LANL; published numerous articles about the 
Clean Water Act permitting process and contaminants in discharges from LANL in Amigos 
Bravos' newsletter; created and disseminated fact sheets about contamination at LANL; 
presented at several conferences; produced three radio shows focused entirely on LANL issues; 
sent action alerts to our membership with information about public meetings and draft permits; 
and hosted several press conferences on permitting and contamination at LANL. 

Once the requested records are disclosed, Amigos Bravos intends to review and analyze the 
records and infuse the results of this review and analysis into its above-described advocacy 
efforts. This will assist Amigos Bravos' efforts to illuminate long-standing water quality and 
watershed issues implicated by DOE's operations at LANL. Amigos Bravos also intends to 
ensure that DOE is complying with its legal obligations to assess and address water quality and 
watershed concerns arising from decades of pollution at LANL. Once reviewed and analyzed, 
the disclosed agency records will be retained in Amigos Bravos' publicly-accessible library 
housed in its Taos Office. 
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Amigos Bravos' advocacy efforts demonstrate that disclosure of the requested agency records­
which pertain to the operations and activities of a public agency, DOE - will serve the public 
interest. As discussed, these advocacy efforts run the gamut from organizing, to research, to 
media, to education, to litigation. In fact, these efforts, consistent with AIiligos Bravos' status as 
a 50 I (c)(3), are expressly designed to serve the public interest. These efforts, as clearly 
demonstrated above, are not conducted in a vacuum but, instead, intentionally and actively 
conducted hand-in-hand with the broader public. Whether by creating and participating in 
grassroots networks around water quality and watershed issues; using technical, policy, and 
organizational research and assistance with allied organizations; developing collaborative 
projects with state and federal agencies; serving as a clearinghouse of information; engaging in 
media efforts, including press releases, websites, newsletter articles, and Radio Rio; or 
conducting outreach and education efforts will result in the dissemination of information and 
knowledge to the broader public.
